WASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—Secretary 
Taft today transmitted to the Senate 
Committee on Interoceanic Canals the 
report ot J. L. Bristow, who was sent 
by the War Department to investigate 
the relations existing between the Pan- 
ama Railroad Company and the steam- 
ship lines operating on the Pacific 
Coast, with a view to ascertaining 
whether the government ought to en- 
gage in the steamship business on the 
Pacific Coast in order to preserve the 
business of the route, and 
furnish traffic the government 
steamers plying ak on the Atlantic 
side. 

The report contains interesting data 
gathered by Mr. Bristow and recom- 
mendations which may give the canal 
commission some important legislative 
mts to consider in connection with 
the building of the canal. It is shown 
the government is facing 4 serious con- 
dition of affairs in that the traffic over 
the Panama railroad from west to east 
is dwindling at a rate which will prac- 
tically mean the extinction of trade 
between San Francisco and New York 
by steamer route by the time the canal 
is built. 

The business at the Pacific terminal 
of the railroad has been reduced one- 
half since the government took charge. 
Last year but 15,000 tons of freight 
were transported over the road from 
Panama to Colon. At the present time 
midst of the steamers operated by the 
government on the Atlantic Ocean 
cod compelled to return north in bal- 


The traffic depression is mainiy due 
to the action of the Pacific Mail Steam- 
ship Company, which has been refused 
an exclusive contract with the Panama 
rail A contract formerly existed 
by which through bills were 
by the Pacific Mail Company, but this 
was an exclusive contract a the — 
retary of War deemed it proper to 
cancel it. 

The steamship company advised the 
gopernment that it would be willing 
to improve the service on the Pacific 
Coast and put on two new steamers 
if the government would give them the 
exclusive right to shut out some for- 
eign ships of cértdin lines not from 
Panama. The Secretary of War did 
not feel justified in doing this and 
the result has. been a general falling 
off of eastbound. business from the 
Pacfic to New Work via Panama routes. 
The question arises whether the gov- 
ernment should save the income to 
its line on the eastern side by running 
some risk on the western coast in ap- 
eratine « steamship line and retaining 
a traffic route through the canal. As 
conditions are at present, according 
to the report of Mr. Bristow, there is 
danger of traffic being diverted to Te- 
huantepec and other routes.

An amendment providing that 
leases of extensions. of rapid transit 
lines may be made to terminate at the 
same time as the original lease, this 
commission having the power, in con- 
junction with the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, to fix the terms, 
conditions and compensation and to re- 
adjust the same each twenty or twen- 
ty-five years thereafter. 

„% An amendment which shall 
give the local authorities and this com- 
mission the power to allow the con- 
struction and operation of rapid tran- 
sit lines by private companies upon 
the payment of part of the earnings 
to, the city or other proper terms, and 
with a reservation to the city of the 
privilege to purchase at any time after 
not more than twenty or twenty-five 
years and without any payment for the 
franchise itself: and 

“(4.) An amendment making it 
possible for the local authorities and 
this commisrion to let contracts for 
operation for a longer period than 
twenty years, or else to make the lease 
terminable “at any time after a certain 
period of not more than twenty years, 
with a provision that the equipment 
shall be purchased at a fair price by 
the city on the mation of the 
lease.“ 

The commission says in its report, 
these amendments seem necessary be- 


cause the city debt limit precludes the 


city from building any subways at 
present.

HEN the new municipal smoke 
ordinance becomes effective to- 
morrow, managers of more than a 
hundred manufacturing plants in Los 
Angeles will be unprepared to comply | 
with the law. Only a comparative few 
have arranged to meet its require- 


ments. 

Tall chimneys which belch -sulphur- 
ous smoke in volumes over the city 
and darken the atmosphere must be 
capped with consumers, or special 
burners must be used in the furnaces 
below. Brick stacks which lagily emit 
columns of dark fumes are not to be 
allowed longer to pollute the air. 
Assistant Health Officer Potts has 
been appointed Smoke Inspector. In 
addition to his new uniform and in- 
signia, he will have the words “Smoke 
Inspector“ blasoned on his cap. It will 
be his special duty to secure com- 
plaints against offenders, and he will | 
be privileged to enter any establizh- 
ment for the purpose of makin | 
of the smoke. The words, 9 
mittance“ will have no terrors for 
Potts. He says he is determined to do 
his duty to the utmost of his ability. 
Though the ordinance is sweeping, | 
and takes in the entire city, private 
residences are exempt. Your home, 
chimney can continue to smoke in de- 
fiance of the Council's edict. 

Black, gray or yellow smoke is par- 
ticularly obnoxious and comes in for 
special mention.

“Every honest laborer or mechanic 
will de employed by our members, if, 
able to perform the duties required, 
without regard to any affiliation with 
any organization, whether industrial, 
religious or secret. To sacrifice those 
principles would mean to surrender, 
not only the rights of the mechanic, 
but the right of the employer to hire 
the man most suited for his purpose. 
And let it also be understood that this 
question does not involve a reduction 
in wages, for the very fact that the 
employer is always willing and glad 


to pay the highest wages to those men 


who can earn it, and who are, con- 
sequently, more valuable to him than 


| the cheaper class of labor.
